BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


South Africa—H.M. ‘Trade Commissioner for South Africa 
(Mr. R. Sothern Holland) reports that according to official returns, 
the total value of merchandise and Government stores imported into 
South Africa during the first eleven months of 1911 was £35,165,798, 
whilst the exports of South African produce, including gold and 
diamonds, during the same period were valued at £52,660,886. The 
figures for the corresponding period of 1910 were £34,444,036 and 
£50,049,262 respectively. ‘I'he imports of ‘‘ general merchandise ” 
increased from £31,941,759 in the first eleven months of 1910 to 
£33,394,118 in the first eleven months of 1911, and the share of the 
United Kingdom in these imports increased from £18,879,468 to 
£19,444,285. Proportionately, on the other hand, the share of the 
United Kingdom shows a decline from 59°1 to 58-2 per cent. 

There is, however, reason to believe that this decline is merely 
temporary, inasmuch as the figures for November show a marked 
improvement, the British share in the total imports of general 
merchandise during that month amounting to 60°6 per cent. 
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Moreover, it must be remembered that temporary fluctuations in 
favour of foreign countries are often due to large shipments of oils, 
timber and foodstuffs, in which the United Kingdom cannot compete. 

As regards articles of competitive trade, there is evidence that 
British mannfacturers are not losing ground. On the other hand, 
there is room for further activity in respect of many classes of goods, 
e.g., hand and machine tools, agricultural and dairy implements, 
agricultural machinery, water-boring machinery, wire and standards 
for fencing, earthenware, musical instruments, cheap cutlery, stoves, 
especially oil stoves, cotton hosiery, rugs and shawls for the Native 
trade. 

The prospects of South African trade are, on the whole, decidedly 
hopeful. Apart from labour questions, the country’s future industrial 
and agricultural expansion depends largely upon the inauguration of 
a scheme of land settlement and monetary provision for irrigation, 
agricultural and railway development. 

As regards the first of these points, the Minister of Commerce and 
Industries has recently announced that the Government intend to 
introduce a scheme of land settlement during the ensuing Session of 
Parliament; as regards the second, the Prime Minister has stated 
that the Government propose to raise a loan of £5,000,000, for the 
purposes of irrigation and agricultural development (see “ Board of 
‘Trade Journal” of 7th December, 1911, p. 509); and there are 
indications of further railway development in the near fature. 

In these circumstances, British manufacturers may reasonably look 
forward to good prospects. Local representation, however, is in most 
cases essential, and manufacturers not already represented in South 
Africa should take immediate steps to consult the Director of the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, who is in a 
position to impart information for their guidance in regard to oversea 
representation.

Morocco.—The following information is from the report by 
H.M. Consul-General at Tangier (Mr. H. E. White, C.M.G.) on the 
trade of Morocco in 1910, which will shortly be issued :-— 

General trade.—The total trade of Morocco by all routes for the 
year 1910 shows an increase of £542,762, or nearly 84 per cent. when 
compared with that of the preceding year, the increase being greater 
in imports than m exports. The statistics show that it is in the trade 
across the Algerian frontier, and (more especially) in trade at Melilla, 
that the increase has taken place, whereas at the Moorish ports there 
has been a considerable decline, the total value of the trade being 
£573,270 less than in 1909 and £745,563 less than in 1908, the 
decrease being slightly greater in imports than in exports. 

Trade at Moorish ports compared.—Casablanca maintains its position 
as the port having the largest trade both in imports and in exports, 
due in great measure as regards imports to the occupation of Shawia 
by the French. Tangier has the second greatest total trade, and 
Mogador the third. In import trade Tangier is second and Laraiche 
third, whilst in exports Mazagan is second to Casablanca, Mogador 
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third, and Tangier fourth. The trade of Mogador is principally 
with the southern provinces, and it is expected to suffer greatly 
when the port of Agadir is opened to trade. Many merchants at 
present established at Mogador will then doubtless transfer their 
business to Agadir, in the same manner as their predecessors moved 
from Agadir to Mogador when the former port was closed to trade in 
1773. It would be as well for merchants trading with Morocco to be 
prepared to establish agencies at Agadir as soon as that port is opened 
to trade. Casablanca, Mazagen and Saffi will always be important 
as the ports of the great grain growing provinces. Tangier and 
Laraiche, as the ports for Fez, Mequinez and the northern district, 
will retain their importance. The former will have the advantage 
-over the latter when a harbour is made and a railway line laid to Fez, 
both of them works which it is hoped will be undertaken before long. 


Imports at Moorish ports.—The total value of goods imported at 
the Moorish ports during 1910 (see ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 
‘28th December, 1911, p. 663) was £2,468,459, being £341,138, or rather 
more than 12 per cent., less than in 1909, in which year the value of 
imports was somewhat lower than in the preceding year. The 
decline in the import trade is, however, not so great as would 
appear from these figures, for the values assigned to imported goods 
in the statistics for 1910 are those which were declared by the im- 
porters at the time of paying duty on the goods, and on which 
the 124 per cent. ad valorem duties were assessed. The average 
values thus obtained work out in most cases at a considerably 
lower rate than those of former years, when official unit values 
were taken. The principal causes which contributed to the reduc- 
tion in the quantities of goods imported were as follows :— 
(1) The poor harvest in barley, wheat and other grains, which reduced 
the purchasing power of the natives of the interior, who are all 
practically dependent on agriculture for their living; (2) the 
existence of considerable stocks of cotton goods in the merchants’ 
hands from the preceding year; though if cottons had been valued at 
the same average price as in 1909, the decrease in value of the 
imports of those godds in 1910 would have been £105,000 instead of 
£260,000 ; (8) the prohibition of the importation of tobacco owing 
to the approaching establishment of the monopoly, and the excep- 
tionally large quantities imported in 1909, which left large stocks 
in the hands of the dealers at the beginning of the year; (4) the 
poor yield of olive oil, which brought about a decreased import of 
cottonseed oil, which is largely used for the adulteration of olive oil. 

The above causes explain to some extent the decrease of £321,172, 
or 24°8 per cent., in the value of British imports. Nine-tenths of the 
cotton goods imported come from the United Kingdom. It is, there- 
fore, the figures for British trade that have been most affected by the 
reduced quantity imported and by the lower average price at which 
their value is entered in the statistics, the total value of cottons 
imported from the United Kingdom in 1910 being estimated at 
£215,239 less than in 1909. The other articles of import in which 
British trade shows the greatest loss are tea, with a decrease of 
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£34,620, to be accounted for partly by the reduced estimated price, 
but also by the competition of Germany, which is favoured by the 
lower rates of freight from Hamburg ; cotton oil, with a decrease of 
£29,382; tobacco, with a decrease of £11,291; candles, machinery, 
iron and coffee. The only articles of import from the United Kingdom 
showing an increase were woollen goods, hardware, confectionery, 
groceries and provisions, and chemicals. 

Attention has been drawn on former occasions to the importance of 
the frontier trade (see p. 355 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 
16th February, 1911). The frontier town of Oujda is sure to become 
a large trading centre. As the country becomes more pacified, and 
especially when the railway is pushed forward, the trade will increase ; 
but the building of the projected railway from Tangier to Fez will 
enable the trade by the ports of Tangier and Laraiche to compete 
more successfully with the Algerian trade, which is favoured by lower 
custom dues. The competition of the trade through Melilla will also 
be felt more when the Riff tribes are pacified, and when new markets 
are established in those districts. 

Melilla trade—A great portion of the Melilla trade is now purely 
local and should not properly be included in the trade of Morocco. 
It is, however, at present not possible accurately to distinguish 
between local trade and the trade with the interior. The total trade 
of Melilla shows an advance of £789,752, or nearly 127 per cent. 
Imports have increased by £700,167, or about 117 per cent. The 
increase was shared by most articles, but it is greatest in wines and 
spirits, flour, groceries and provisions, hardware, vegetables, forage, live- 
stock, leather goods, bricks and tiles, furniture, woollen goods, fuel, 
sugar, oil, candles, paper goods, tea, machinery and cotton goods. ‘'he 
principal goods imported in transit for Morocco were flour, sugar, tea, 
candles, cotton goods, woollen goods and soap. 

As might be expected Spain has profited most by the increased 
trade, her share having been over 48 per cent. of the whole, whereas 
in 1909 it was less than 434 per cent. The French share has risen 
from 244 per cent. to over 324 per cent., whereas the British share has 
fallen from 184 per cent. to under 154 per cent. “The British trade is 
almost entirely through Gibraltar, the principal articles imported. 
thence being groceries and provisions, cotton goods, candles, wines and 
spirits, woollen goods, tea, machinery, vegetables and fruit, flour, soap, 
confectionery and biscuits, hardware, grain and petroleum. 

The export trade of Morocco through Melilla was practically stopped 
in 1909 by the disturbed state of the surrounding tribes. In 1910 
the conditions were better, and there was consequently an increase in 
the export trade from the interior; this does not, however, of itself, 
account for the advance of 450 per cent. shown in the statistics ; quite 
£78,000 worth of the articles exported were reshipments to Spain of 
articles brought for the military operations, so that the value of goods, 
the produce of Melilla and its hinterland, exported during the year 
was probably only about £36,000, as compared with £25,000 in 
1909. The principal items were hides and skins (most of them from 
animals slaughtered for food for the military and civil population), 
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oxen and sheep, beeswax, wool, and eggs. Of countries other than 
Spain, Gibraltar had the largest share in the exports. The principal 
article shipped to British ports was ox-hides; small quantities of 
beeswax, sheep-skins, iron, and almonds were also shipped. The 
Melilla trade is likely to become of considerable importance when 
the neighbouring tribes are pacified, new markets opened, and roads 
made. 


Whilst, however, not neglecting this trade route and that by the 
Algerian frontier, when arrangements are made for allowing British 
participation therein, British merchants should direct their attention 
principally to the trade by the ports. It is at the ports that important 
British mercantile houses have long been established, and have made 
for themselves a reputation, and it is through the ports that native 
merchants and traders have been accustomed to procure their goods 
from the United Kingdom. It is unfortunate, therefore, that British 
trade at the ports should have suffered so much from foreign com- 
petition. It should be easier to retain an old market than to capture 
a& new one; and every effort needs to be made to study the Moroccan 
market, so as to be able successfully to resist foreign competition, 
which is very severe, not only on the part of France, Germany and 
Spain, but also on the part of the Netherlands, whose trade, though 
still comparatively small, is increasing steadily. 

Public works.—No public works of importance were undertaken 
during the year, though a certain amount of road construction in the 
immediate neighbourhood of Tangier and Casablanca, and other 
minor works, were carried out. It is hoped that other works of more 
importance will be undertaken before long, amongst others a much 
needed shelter for lighters and tugs at Casablanca. ‘The construction 
of a harbour at Tangier has been delayed for want of funds, a hitch 
having occurred in the raising of the loan which was negotiated in 
Paris early in 1911. 

H.M. Consul-General understands that a company is in formation 
for establishing oil refineries, to the opening for which attention was 
drawn in last year’s report (Foreign Office, Annual Series, No. 4624).

Guatemala.—The following information is from the report by H.M. 
Vice-Consul at Guatemala (Mr. G. D. N. Haggard) on the trade of 
that country in 1910, which will shortly be issued :— 

Pending the publication of exact data respecting the imports during 
the year 1910, it is difficult to say exactly in what way the shares of 
the three principal countries trading with Guatemala (1.¢., the United 
Kingdom, the United States and Germany) have been affected in 
comparison with 1909, when the percentages respectively were 22, 
42, and 23 per cent. 

Over 70 per cent. of the British trade with Guatemala comes under 
the head of cotton goods. In drills and in plain and fancy cotton 
goods the British share has declined. A fall is also to be noted in 
imports of British-grey and Turkey-red yarns, and most of the increase 
in the total imports of made-up cotton goods, as well as in under- 
clothing, blankets, curtains, collars, cuffs, bandana handkerchiefs, 
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eredited to Germany. In the last instance, however, it should. be 
stated that the country of shipment noted on the invoices cannot be 
taken as acertain indication of the country of origin, and it is possible 
that a.good deal may really be of British manufacture; the same 
remark may apply to linen goods, empty jute sacks, and perhaps also 
to. woollens, in all of which British trade still apparently suffers from 
German competition. On the whole, however, it would seem that 
little, if any, of the increase in the imports of textiles, whieh amounts. 
to about £30,000, is of British origin. 

Judging from the quantity of galvanised iron sheets imported in 
1910, this article does not appear to have been any more in demand 
than in the previous year; the British share has declined another 
8 per cent. The imports of United States sheets on the other hand 
rose seven-fold in 1909 and show a further increase in 1910 of 11 per 
eent. The principal reason may perhaps be found in the operations 
of a United States company, designed to secure a monopoly of the 


supply of iron and steel goods to the Guatemalan market. The. 


method of the company is to quote prices (including insurance and 


freight to Guatemala) in all cases 2 per cent. lower, or more where 
necessary, than those published by German and British firms. This. 


practice, extended as it has been. now over nearly four years, has met 
with success, and it would only seem to be a matter of time before a 
sufficient control of the market has been obtained by the American 
manufacturers to enable them to regulate prices at will. Besides 
galvanised sheets, other articles, such as barbed wire, wire for 
telegraphs and telephones, wire netting, iron tubing, steel pillars, tin- 
plates, iron bridges and railway material, are also included in the 
operations of this company. 

Thus there has been no advance in imports from the United 
Kingdom into Guatemala—certainly none in proportion to the 
total increase from all countries—whilst imports from Germany 
and from the United States have increased. In the case of the 
former, the comparatively large number of German merchants. 
in the capital and other towns of the Republic, many of whom 
are engaged in the dry goods and hardware trades, taken together 
with the fact that the greater part of the coffee plantations in 
the country are in German hands, is a sufficient reason why 
goods are, where possible, ordered from Germany in preference to 
other countries. On the other hand, there are but two or three 
British houses doing business in the Republic, young Englishmen 
apparently not being attracted to this country in the same way as 
so many young men of Belgian, Swiss or German nationality, who, 
after a year or two of work in a shop or business house in order to 
learn the conditions of the place, frequently set up for themselves in 
Guatemala. This has been productive of much German and Belgian 
trade, besides resulting in a very material improvement in the 
position of men who came originally as shop assistants or clerks and 
are now among the principal merchants. 

The proximity of the United States to Central America, which 
enables orders to. be executed within a few weeks, is one of the 
factors with which British exporters have to reckon.

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
JANUARY, 1912.* 
I.— GENERAL. 


The trade returns for January, 1912, when compared with those 
for January, 1911, show increases in the values of the Imports into 
the United Kingdom, and of the Exports both of the Produce and 
Manufactures of the United Kingdom and of Foreign and Colonial 
Merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in January was £67,002,582, an increase 
of £4,309,161, or 6°9 per cent., as compared with January, 1911; 
whilst the total Exports amounted to £50,011,438, an increase of 
£3,639,135. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom show an in¢rease of £2,685,981, or 7*1 per cent., as compared 
with January, 1911; whilst there is an increase of £953,154, or 11°3 
per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise.

The ‘‘ Union of South Africa Gazette Extraordinary ” of 30th December 
last contains the text of a Bill to consolidate and 
Proposed : ;

patra Oo-asig Under the Bill it is proposed, inter alia, that no 
: person shall import into or export from the Union 
any rifle or rifle ammunition without having first obtained the 
prescribed permit signed by a magistrate or licence officer. 

No person shall import into or export from the Union any cannon 
or cannon ammunition, except as regards such cannon, &. as may 
be allowed to be conveyed across the Union, by through transit, under 
certain prescribed conditions. 

The Governor-General is empowered to prohibit, by Proclamation, 
for any specified period, the importation of any particular description 
of arms or ammunition into the Union. 

The term ‘‘ ammunition ” is held to mean and include any cartridges 
(loaded or unloaded), projectiles, fuzes, percussion caps, and any other 
articles used in the discharge of arms or of cannon, but shall not 
include any harmless article bona fide kept as a curio, whilst ‘‘ arms ” 
are held to mean and include any gun, rifle, revolver, pistol or other 
firearm, not being a cannon, or any material part of any arm (as 
herein defined), or any weapon used for propelling a projectile, which 
the Minister may from time to time declare, by notice in the “‘ Gazette,” 
to be an arm for the purposes of this Act, but shall not include 
any arm bona fide kept as a curio. 

Provision is also made for the repeal of various Provincial Laws 
relating to arms and ammunition.

The present Order directs that every entry for ad valorem goods, 
the true and real value of which is determined in accordance with 
secs. 61 and 63 of the Customs Law Act, 1908,* shall have endorsed 
thereon, or shall be accompanied by, a declaration in prescribed form, 
and that such declaration shall be signed by the person making the 
same in the presence of one of the undermentioned persons, viz. :— 
an Officer of Customs, a Postmaster, a Custom House Agent or a 
Solicitor. 

It is pointed out in the Order that the form of declaration is to 
be filled up, as directed, by or for the importer of the goods. No 
declaration will be deemed sufficient to enable an entry to be 
passed at the Customs until so filled up and until every alteration 
or correction therein has been initialled by the declarant and by the 
person before whom the declaration is made. 

A copy of a further Minister’s Order (No. 985) has been received, 
which prescribes, with effect from Ist July, 1912, the form of 
declaration to be used for goods chargeable with ad valorem duty, 
except entries for goods the true and real value of which is determined 
in accordance with sections 61 and 63 of the Customs Law Act, 
1908.* 

This Order cancels the previous Order No. 311 of 1888 as amended 
by Order No. 859 of 1907.

(1) Empty sacks of foreign origin destined for the exportation of cereals, 
pulse, spices, salt, and other unmanufactured products ; (2) packing cloth for the 
exportation of wool and other Moroccan products ; (3) empty cases, or boards for 
the manufacture of such cases, destined for the exportation of eggs, fruits, fresh 
vegetables, fish, and all other natural products of Morocco ; (4) wood shavings for 
packing eggs for export ; (5) empty boxes of tinplate, put together or not, for the 
exportation of preserved fish, fruits, vegetables, or meat ; (6) casks of wood, sheet 
iron or wrought iron destined for the exportation of wine, oil, fish, capers, orange 
flower water, or other similar products; (7) empty bottles destined for the 
exportation of aérated waters, orange flower water manufactured in Morocco, 
natural mineral waters, and other products of the country ; (8) hoops and wire of 
iron for strengthening the packing of bales, &c. of Moroccan merchandise 
exported ; (9) samples imported by commercial travellers ; (10) tools and material 
in course of use, brought by artizans, workmen, &c., temporarily exercising their 
calling in Morocco; (11) articles for exhibitions; (12) “sheritts” and cords 
destined for packing hides and other products for export ; (13) oil destined for 
making preserves for export. 

With regard to empty sacks, the present regulations provide that 
these articles may, under certain conditions, be re-exportéd through 
a port of Morocco other than that through which they were imported. 

The regulations provide further, that casks of wood or iron 
containing petroleum, benzine, tar, alcohol, mineral oils, &c.; tubes or 
bottles of iron containing carbonic acid or other chemicals; tinplate 
boxes containing biscuits and sweetmeats; and flasks (estagnons) of 
copper or other metal in which oils or essences are imported, may, on 
the demand of the importer, be admitted temporarily free of duty, 
under bond for the payment of import duty if the articles are not 


re-exported within one year.

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SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT. 


AUSTRALIA. 


With reference to the notice on p. 450 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 9th December, 1909, relative to the 
mE second progress report of the EKyre’s Peninsula 
Ph gesin r- Railway Gimidedi, the Ann Trade Corres- 

’ pondent at Adelaide (Mr. J. K. Samuel) reports 
that the third progress report of the Commission, presented 
to the South Australian Parliament early in December, recom- 
mends the construction of the following lines, of 3 fc. 6 ins. 
gauge:—(1) From Minnipa Hill to Decres Bay (109 miles), at 
a cost of £279,875; (2) from Darke’s Peak to the north- 
eastern corner of the hundred of Solomon (30 miles), at a cost of 
£62,000; (8) from Yeelanna to Mount Hope (24 miles), at a cost 
of £47,500. It is further recommended that a survey be made for 
a line from the Decres Bay railway, in the hundred of Wandana, 
to Chintawant Well, in the hundred of Bice. 


The “ Bulletin” of the South Australian Intelligence Bureau of 18th 
December states that a contract has been made for the construction ofa 
railway from Yeelanna to Minnipa Hill (108 miles), and Parliamentary 
authority obtained for the construction of a line from Cummins to 
Darke’s Peak (78 miles). These lines will render 3,000,000 acres of 
arable land available for settlement. 

The Royal Commission appointed to enquire into the best means of 
opening up the country between the Pinnaroo railway and the 
Murray river recommended in their report (1) the construction of a 
railway from the Brown’s Well line, in the north-western corner of 
the hundred of Marmon Jabuk, to Butcher’s Rockhole, five miles 
from the Victorian border, (67 miles) and (2) the extension of the 
Brown’s Well line to the southern boundary of Paringa. The cost of 
these two lines is not to exceed £2,500 per mile. 

Bills for the construction of the line from Minnipa Hill to Decres 
Bay, and the line to Butcher’s Rockhole are now (18th December) 
before the State Parliament.

H.M. Consul at Stockholm (Mr. H. M. Villiers, M.V.O.) telegraphs, 
Closing of Ports under date 3lst January, that Gefle, Hudiksvall, 
Ice and most of the ports in the Soderhamn district, 
Pas are closed to navigation. (H. 1,662.) 


H.M. Consul at Stockholm further reports, under date 1st February, 
that there was some ice in the inner harbour of Wallvik, but that 
the entrance was then accessible to vessels. 

Although Gefle harbour was closed to navigation it appears that 
Skutskar and Harnas in the district were still possible of access with 
the assistance of the icebreaker. 

H.M. Consul states that navigation into Stockholm had become 
exceptionally difficult for the time of the year, but that, notwith- 
standing the fact that the ice was unusually strong, several vessels 
eontinued to arrive owing to the excellent work done by the ice- 
breaker. 

In a telegram, despatched on 3rd February, the Consul stated that 
the Port of Kalmar is closed to navigation. (H. 1,865.)

50 to 60 metres of the new mole, and at the end 
of last summer a buttress of large square cemented blocks was placed 
on the end of the mole with a view to protecting the extremity of the 
structure. The whole of this buttress has now disappeared owing to 
the late heavy seas, and the mole has further suffered. Much of the 
cemented material washed away from the end of the mole has been 
driven by the currents towards the waterport creek entrance, tending 
to increase the turmoil of the sea at the entrance of the creek in bad 
weather. A very large titan crane, brought from the _ port 
of Djidjelli in Algeria, is in course of erection on the new mole. 
As there are no new blocks of stone in preparation at present, 
it seems unlikely that much progress can be made on the works 
next summer. 

The Secretary of the “ Comité du Maroc” stated that it is recog- 
nised that the construction of the port of Casablanca will require an 
expenditure of two millions sterling, the depths to be reached being 
as much as thirteen metres. (C. 802.)

UNITED KINGDOM. 


A formal investigation was held at Winchester on 23rd and 25th 
January into the circumstances attending the 
explosion of a boiler that occurred at Crawley, 
Hampshire, on 24th April, 1911. The Com- 
missioners found that the explosion was due to the 
condition of the barrel plates of the boiler, which had become so 
weakened by external corrosion as to be unable to withstand the work- 
ing pressure. T’he owners, who did not take measures to ensure that the 
boiler was worked under safe conditions, were found td blame for the 
explosion, and were ordered to pay £25 towards the eosts of the 
enquiry. The users of the boiler were found to blame for fixing the 
working pressure at 120 lbs. per sq. in. without advice, for not having 
the boiler thoroughly examined by a competent person (they them- 
selves being incompetent), and for taking no steps to ensure the safe 
working of the boiler; they were each ordered to pay £25 towards the 
costs. «M. 10,664/11.) 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—GERMANY.

Potash Question German Governments arising out of the application 
’ of the German Law of May, 1910, as to the disposal

potash requirements on a price basis (32°40 dollars per ton) practically 
the same as that prevailing before the low-price contracts were 
obtained from the independent mines; and for the re-entry of the 
independent mines into the Syndicate.

BOLIVIA. 


With reference to the notice on p. 508 of the “ Board of Trade 
Tax on Journal” of 7th December last relative to a 
Mining Profits Bolivian law imposing from Ist January, 1912, a 
5 * tax of 3 per cent. on the profits of mining enter- 
prises, H.M. Minister at La Paz has now forwarded a copy and 
translation of the law. It is provided that the proprietors or legal 
representatives of mining enterprises shall present half-yearly balances 
of their operations to the Ministry of Finance within ninety days 
from 30th June and 3lst December in each year. If these balances 
are not presented within the prescribed time, or if they appear, in 
the judgment of the representatives of the Treasury, to contain 
manifest falsehoods or evasions, the profits are to be estimated for 
the purpose of the tax at 40 per cent. of the value of the exports of 
the metals at the average price in Europe for the six months. Where 
the value of the exports in the six months is less than £4,000, the 
profits are to be exempt from the tax. It is finally provided that 
while this law is in force the taxes on the exportation of metals shall 
not be increased. |

JAPAN.

(Mr. E. F. Crowe) reports that, at a meeting of the 
Japan Cotton Spinners’ Association held on 10th January, it was 
decided by a majority of those present that from 1st April next the 
system of short time and of export bounties now in force shoul come 
to an end, and. that for six months from that date spinning mills 
should suspend working for four days and nights a month. It will 
no longer be optional to keep idle a certain number of spindles instead 
of suspending work altogether. 

It was stated at the meeting that the home demand for yarns is 
very good, and that the effect of the disturbances in China has not 
been great, so that there need be no pessimism about the export 
trade.

AUSTRALIA (SOUTH AUSTRALIA). 


The Bulletin of the South Australian Intelligence Bureau of Ist 
Dra January states that the execution is to be begun of 
rainage of Land h f awe ry ae. age 
in South-East. a scheme ior reclaiming large areas of land in the 
south-east of the State which are flooded more or 
less nearly every year (see p. 229 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 
2nd February, 1911). The land to be drained consists of a series 
of long flats, rising in terraces to the eastward and running parallel 
to the coast in a north-westerly direction, separated from one another 
by moderately high and continuous ranges. The highest point, 
about 60 miles back from the coast, where the tableland country is 
met with, is about 200ft. above sea level, and from the shore to that 
point there is a gradual rise. By making large cuttings for the 
drains through the ranges the flood waters will be caused to gravitate 
to the sea. 

The total cost of the work is estimated at £330,000. Tenders have 
recently been invited for the construction of three drains of an aggre- 
gate length of nearly 30 miles. The contractors for this portion will 
have among other things to excavate about 1,420,000 cubic yards of 
material and erect 15 bridges.

The 
reservoir would hold about 2,550,000,000 galls., and this would meet 
every immediate need. The estimated cost of the work, which 
includes the construction of a reservoir and a concrete weir across 
the Torrens River, an intake channel and tunnel, a 90-ft. weir, &c., 


is £369,000.

the same low level as in the previous year. Exports of glasses and 
chimneys for lighting purposes gradually increased. Business in 
glass lustres was not at all satisfactory, but on the other hand both 
the home and export trade in cut glass was good. 

In the Gablonz district sales of moulded glass were rather flat, and 
prices kept to about the same level as in the previous year. Lustres 
for pendants gradually increased, and it is anticipated that the 
activity will be maintained in 1912. On the other hand fancy 
household glass, also glass chimneys and the like, declined in con- 
sequence of foreign competition. Exports of bottles increased, and 
there was an upward tendency in the plate glass industry. 





BRAZIL. 


The Brazilian Budget for 1912, published in the “ Diario Official” of 
inci ot 5th January, contains provision for comprehensive 
Fishin 4 dustry, measures for the development and encouragement 

a Y- of fishing and the treatment of fish, which include, 
inter alia, the establishment of fishing stations, stocking Brazilian 
waters with suitable fish, the concession of fishing zones, the erection 
of depéts for the curing and cold storage of fish, the grant of 
privileges in connection with the importation of steam or sailing vessels 
and with the purchase of fishing tackle and general apparatus. A sum 
of 200,000 milreis currency (about £13,300) is earmarked for the 
carrying out of this enterprise.

1d. for the 
supplement. This publication, which contains much more detailéd and 
exhaustive information than can be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives 
in the first volume abstract tables for the years 1906-1910, and detailed 
statements of imports and exports of each article consigned from and to 
each country; in the second volume details as to Customs revenue, 
transhipments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the 
United Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of 
the trade at each port of the United Kingdom; and in the supplement a 
classification on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual 
Statement ”’ for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.

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Gonfidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &o. 


The arrangement inaugurated on 1st January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered.  For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal. ” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, 8.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the * Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the “Journal,” as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, H.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1911, 1,091 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 142,032) were des- 
patched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which the 
Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,130 Circular 
letters and copies totalling 74,203 sent out in 1910. 

NotEe.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).
